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In  reviewing  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Dorchester  Relief 
Society  during  the  past  year  we  find  there  has  been  no  new  branch 
of  helpfulness  established,  but  the  same  methods  have  been  diligently 
pursued  for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  the  poor  of  Dorchester. 

This  Society  as  in  the  past  years  has  taken  special  care  of  the 
aged  and  those  persons  who  have  no  children  to  bring  up. 

The  lack  of  frugality  in  early  life  among  many  of  these  old  people 
is  pitifully  apparent,  when  our  agent  listens  sympathetically  to  the 
sad  and  painful  stories  of  the  loss  of  friends  and  money,  which  were 
so  plentiful  in  the  former  days,  but  the  putting  aside  of  a  portion  of 
their  earnings  was  neglected,  and  now  too  late,  deeply  regretted. 
The  material  aid  which  is  needed  to  enable  these  old  people  to  main¬ 
tain  a  few  rooms  is  procured  when  possible  from  sources  outside  the 
treasury  of  this  Society.  Old  employers  are  looked  up  who  are  gen¬ 
erous  in  their  contributions  to  some  long  forgotten  faithful  servant, 
relatives  are  reminded  of  their  duty  to  an  old  parent  or  kinsman,  City 
Trust  Funds  are  procured  from  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  who  are 
intrusted  with  gifts,  left  by  several  well  known  wealthy  citizens  of 
Boston,  “for  those  who  have  seen  better  days.”  These  sums  vary 
from  $60.00  to  $100.00  a  year,  and  with  the  aid  given  by  us,  keeps 
many  an  old  person  from  spending  their  declining  years  in  the  alms 
house. 

The  application  for  aid  from  the  two  Dorchester  Conferences  of 
Associated  Charities,  four  and  seventeen,  for  families  thoroughly 
investigated  and  well  known  to  them,  were  met  as  far  as  our  funds 
would  permit,  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  being  the  total  number. 

The  usual  needs  of  those  suffering  from  tuberculosis  have  been 
supplied;  often  patients  who  remain  at  home  are  clothed  and  fed,  as 
well  as  those  who  are  suitably  fitted  out  for  out-door  life  at  the  various 
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The  officers  of  the  Society  in  making  their  annual  report  to 
subscribers,  desire  that  it  be  considered  also  an  appeal  for  continued 
financial  support. 

The  coming  winter  promises  to  be  one  of  great  hardship  and 
suffering,  which  your  contribution  will  help  to  relieve. 

The  work  is  three-fold: 

(a)  Relief  to  the  aged  and  worthy  poor. 

(b)  Ministrations  of  District  Nurse. 

(c)  Service  for  the  Free  Dispensary  at  Fields  Corner 
and  calls  for  an  annual  expenditure  of  about  four  thousand  ($4,000) 
dollars. 

Contributions  if  desired  may  be  specifically  given  to  either  of 
these  accounts,  but  if  not  designated  will  be  used  at  discretion  of 
the  Directors  for  the  general  work. 

May  we  not  count  on  a  renewal  of  your  own  subscription  and 
also  your  efforts  to  interest  those  who  have  not  heretofore  been  con¬ 
tributors. 

The  Relief  Society  is  a  Dorchester  Institution  for  the  relief  of 
Dorchester  poor  and  there  is  increasing  need  of  cordial  support  on 
the  part  of  Dorchester  Citizens.

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sanitariums  and  camps.  These  calls  have  been  exacting  and  numer¬ 
ous.  New  clothing  and  bedding,  good  milk  and  fresh  eggs  in  large 
quantities  are  desired  by  physicians  and  nurses  for  their  poor  patients, 
as  far  as  possible  we  have  furnished  these  requisitions. 

The  Dispensary  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  welfare  of 
the  neighborhood  of  Fields  Corner  and  Glovers  Corner,  its  ministra¬ 
tions  are  necessarily  somewhat  local  owing  to  the  long  distances  of  this 
district.  The  time  used  and  discomforts  experienced  in  making  visits 
to  the  dispensaries  of  the  city  proper,  where  waiting  crowds  are  seen, 
prevents  those  in  need  of  medical  charity  from  availing  themselves, 
and  children  especially,  of  it. 

The  assurance  comes  from  a  physician  who  has  devoted  a  portion 
of  his  time  to  dispensary  work  in  Dorchester  and  in  the  city,  that  the 
one  under  the  auspices  of  this  Society  is  doing  excellent  work  and 
compares  very  favorably  in  what  it  professes  to  accomplish  with 
the  larger  dispensaries. 

The  nurse  which  we  have  supported  for  many  years  from  the 
Instructive  District  Nursing  Association  continues  to  spread  blessings 
in  her  path,  and  frequently  is  assisted  by  other  nurses  of  that 
Association.  It  is  difficult  to  think  of  Dorchester  without  nurses  and 
a  Dispensary;  the  need  of  both  these  agencies  is  very  apparent. 

One  of  the  encouragements  of  the  past  year  is  the  deeper  interest 
shown  by  clubs  and  societies,  of  different  localities  and  churches. 
The  desired  information  regarding  the  aims  and  needs  of  the 
Dorchester  Relief  Society  has  been  met  by  our  agent  who  has  given 
informal  talks  when  invited  to  do  so.  The  result  of  these  talks  has 
been  shown  in  contributions  of  new  clothing,  help  in  preparing  band¬ 
ages  for  the  Dispensary,  visiting  among  the  old  and  lonely,  and 
various  other  branches  of  social  work. 

A  Lend-a-Hand  Committee  of  one  of  the  churches  invited  to  a 
Christmas  party  a  good  number  of  elderly  women,  who  were  com¬ 
fortably  conveyed  back  and  forth  from  their  homes,  entertained  most 
pleasantly,  and  presented  with  small  gifts.  The  pleasure  of  these  old 
women  was  unbounded  and  would  compare  favorable  with  that  of 
children.  Nine  of  the  public  schools  contributed  at  Thanksgiving 
generous  quantities  of  vegetables,  groceries  and  fruit.  Special  dinners 
were  also  contributed.  One  hundred  thirty-seven  families  representing 
six  hundred  eighty-five  persons  were  the  grateful  recipients  of  these 
donations. 

Forty-two  old  persons  were  wholly  under  the  care  of  the 
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Dorchester  Relief  Society.  It  may  be  interesting  to  follow  our 
agent  for  one  day  in  her  work  among  these  unfortunate  persons. 
On  her  arrival  at  the  office  an  elderly  widow,  eighty  years  old, 
was  found  waiting  to  see  her.  This  woman  and  a  daughter  of 
middle  age,  had  seen  prosperous  days,  buthad  failed  to  save  for  old  age; 
now  left  to  their  own  resources  with  ill  health  and  trying  to  find  work 
which  they  were  able  to  do.  The  first  effort  was  to  ascertain  the 
physical  condition  of  the  daughter;  the  physician  who  gave  his  services 
pronounced  her  disease  incurable  neuritis.  The  outcome  of  the 
Society’s  efforts  was,  that  with  a  little  assistance  and  the  securing  of 
a  pension  from  a  City  Fund,  they  improved  in  health  so  that 

they  could  take  a  place  in  the  country  for  the  summer  and  are 

now  located  in  a  few  rooms  in  Roxbury  and  obtaining  a  little 

work.  This  being  one  of  the  mornings  when  the  Dispensary 
was  open,  new  patients  were  interviewed  as  to  their  ability 
to  defray  the  expense  of  a  physician.  Among  them  were  two 
women,  one  a  mother  of  six  children  whose  husband  had  been  out  of 
work  all  winter,  who  wanted  a  child  treated;  the  other  with  three 
children  whose  husband  had  no  work,  who  brought  a  child  for  treat¬ 
ment.  The  nurse  called  for  warm  clothing  for  a  sick  man  going  to  the 
west  to  join  his  family;  these  wants  were  supplied.  Three  telephone 
calls  were  answered  regarding  families  in  need,  and  several  letters 
written.  After  luncheon  a  visit  was  made  to  a  distant  part  of 

Dorchester  to  one  of  the  pensioners,  who  was  found  ill  with  pneumonia 
and  neuritis,  with  no  one  to  care  for  her  but  a  lodger  who  was  also  ill. 
Taking  a  car  to  another  section  a  call  was  made  on  an  old  German 
couple  who  had  recently  gone  to  live  with  a  granddaughter  who  made 
them  comfortable.  The  old  man  later  died  in  a  hospital,  and  the 
grandmother  lived  only  a  short  time  after  he  husband’s  death.  This 
case  illustrates  the  value  of  applying  to  relatives  and  securing  their 
co-operation.  The  last  visit  was  made  on  an  old  man  living  on  the 
fourth  floor  of  a  tenement  house  who  was  dying  of  tuberculosis,  amid 
the  most  squalid  and  miserable  conditions;  he  was  dejected  and  dis¬ 
couraged  over  his  situation  and  neglect  of  his  family.  Words  of 
sympathy  and  cheer  gave  him  courage.  He  was  supplied  with  the 
necessary  comforts. 

The  moving  of  poor  families  from  the  crowded  wards  of  the  city 
continues;  several  nationalities  are  represented,  but  we  are  told  ninety 
per  cent  of  those  living  in  the  Fields  Corner  neighborhood  from  Park 
Street  to  Glovers  Corner,  are  Irish. 
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This  Society  again  took  a  share  in  Dorchester  Flower  Day  the 
proceeds  of  which  were  a  great  financial  help,  and  enabled  our 
treasurer  to  report  that  no  retrenchment  of  the  work  planned  need  be 
expected. 

The  Relief  Society  has  been  able  to  do  its  part  at  the  Dorchester 
Centre,  through  the  committee  appointed  to  represent  it. 

We  have  been  generously  remembered  in  the  last  will  of  Mr. 
Isaac  H.  Eddy,  a  life-long  resident  of  Dorchester,  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  is  most  gratefully  acknowledged.  Would  that  other 
citizens  of  Dorchester  would  thus  increase  the  reserve  fund. 

We  thank  most  sincerely  the  clubs  and  societies,  churches  and 
individuals  who  have  enabled  us  to  supply  many  needs,  and  to  make 
comfortable  the  last  days  of  many  worthy  people. 

We  take  courage  to  believe  that  the  old  and  new  contributors  will 
increase  their  donations  the  coming  year,  as  the  calls  for  aid  we 
expect  will  be  greater  than  ever  before.  Each  year  we  lose  old  and 
deeply  interested  friends,  whose  contributions  covering  many  years 
are  much  missed. 

The  donations  of  clothing  of  all  descriptions  are  earnestly  solicited, 
and  sick  room  supplies  are  much  needed  in  the  daily  work  of  nurses 
and  in  the  Dispensary.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  NURSE. 


The  Instructive  District  Nursing  Association  offers  an  indepen¬ 
dent  nursing  service  to  every  one  regardless  of  his  financial  standing, 
consequently  our  patients  group  themselves  into  three  classes: — 

They  who  pay  a  little  or  no  fee,  as  for  instance  in  the  family  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs!  X,  and  six  children,  ranging  from  six  months  to  twelve 
years  with  an  income  of  $9.00  per  week.  Thomas  X,  eight  years  old, 
is  ill  with  pneumonia  and  the  physician  in  attendance  calls  in  the 
visiting  nurse  who  makes  two  visits  each  day.  Soon  Thomas  is  well 
again  and  able  to  return  to  school. 

They  who  pay  50  cents  a  visit  as  for  instance  Miss  B  and  her 
father,  aged  seventy-five,  who  is  a  retired  printer.  Continuous 
nursing  is  not  necessary  nor  could  the  family  pay  the  fee  of  $1.00  per 
hour,  which  a  private  nurse  must  ask  in  order  to  cover  the  cost  of  her 
visit.  Occasional  visits  are  however  most  necessary  and  our  fee  of 
50  cents  which  does  cover  the  cost  of  the  visit,  the  family  is  well  able 
to  pay.  Independence  and  pride  would  prevent  this  family  from 
having  any  nursing  service  except  that  we  are  able  to  furnish  at  so 
slight  a  cost  which  makes  it  a  perfectly  self-respecting  nursing  service. 

Next  comes  the  patient  holding  a  five-cent  industrial  policy  issued 
by  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company.  This  company  pays 
for  all  nursing  service  given  its  industrial  policy  holders.  Undoubtedly 
most  of  these  patients  would  never  have  the  proper  nursing  care 
because  they  have  not  sufficient  income  with  which  to  pay  the  nurse 
and  they  do  not  wish  to  accept  any  form  of  charity,  and  the  saving  of 
this  small  sum  of  five  cents  a  week  seems  to  them  a  possible  thing  to 
do  and  in  many  instances  is  their  only  way  of  guarding  against  the 
future,  for  example,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A —  and  three  children,  while  living 
in  one  of  the  nearby  towns,  the  family’s  savings  were  exhausted 
during  a  long  illness,  Soon  after  moving  to  Dorchester  a  new  baby 
arrived  and  not  wishing  to  incur  any  new  debts,  and  Mrs.  A —  real¬ 
izing  the  need  of  trained  nursing  service  notified  one  of  the  insurance 
agents  who  requested  one  of  our  nurses  to  call. 

The  visiting  nurse  is  very  much  needed  in  the  family  where  the 
income  is  steady  though  inadequate  for  paying  twenty-five  dollars  per 
week  for  continuous  nursing  service. 

The  past  year  has  been  quite  a  busy  one,  926  new  patients  being 
admitted  as  compared  to  804  last  year  and  a  total  of  7116  visits  having 
been  made  as  compared  to  6390  visits  made  last  year. 
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With  the  population  of  Dorchester  about  137,000  and  only 
requiring  four  nurses  to  make  these  visits,  it  is  evident  we  are  not 
beginning  to  reach  the  number  of  people  we  should.  Take  for  instance, 
a  district  like  Forest  Hills,  which  includes  Jamaica  Plain,  Roslindale 
and  Hyde  Park,  and  where  visiting  nursing  was  established  some  time 
after  it  was  in  Dorchester.  Its  population  of  90,000  is  similar  to  that 
of  Dorchester  and  seven  full  time  nurses  are  employed. 

The  Dorchester  Relief  Society 'for  some  years  paid  $1,000  per 
year  for  the  services  of  a  nurse  for  Dorchester.  The  time  has  come 
when  a  greater  effort  must  be  made  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  this 
kind  of  nursing  service  to  those  who  need  it.
